OPPRESSIONS 
AND TROUBLE

“Go to now, ye rich men, weep and 
howl for your miseries that shall come 
upon you.” James 5:1. These words 
came to me this morning and it bore 
upon my mind to write a little con- 
cerning them as the times are so hard 
and people don’t really know what to 
do. Work is bad. 

These words of James spoken con- 
cerning the last days and the signs 
we see that Christ and the apostles 
told us woula come make us believe 
that the end 1s very near. We see the 
rich man is oppressing the poor, they 
have cut wages ald compel men to 
do more work now for smaller wages 
than five years ago. Some may not 
realize it but there are children crying 
for bread, their father hasn’t a job 
and can’t get one and those who have 
jobs can scarcely keep enough to eat. 
In the coal fields they aren’t working 
but 2 or 3 days a week. The time 
of famine and distress is coming. The 
rich man has wages so low and the 
cost of living very high. Some people 
don’t know what they are going to do. 
This is just fulfilling the words of 
James. 

We wish to call your attention to 
Matt. 24 in connection with this sub- 
ject. Notice in this chapter the disci- 
ples asked three questions. One was, 
What shall be the sign of thy coming? 
Jesus said, Take heed that no man de- 
ceive you for many shall come in my 
name. Ye shall hear of wars, nations 
shall rise against nations, there shall 
be famines and pestilence. All these 
are the beginning of sorrow. But Matt. 
24:6 says, See that ye be not troubled 
for all these things must come to pass. 
I heard several people say, no doubt 
you have to, I don’t believe that God 
will allow His people to be oppressed, 


but I believe that this is a way that} 
God has to make His people willing’ 


to leave this old world and a way to 
try them. God wants a tried people 
and this is a good way to try them. 
Some say that this is a pretty good 
old world and I want to stay here as 
long as I can, but when your children 
begin to cry for bread because of op- 
pressions of the rich man then you 
will think differently and begin to 
say, O Lord, deliver me and my child- 
ren. But the rich man just keeps on 
oppressing you and you just keep on 
crying to God. Then the words of 
James 5:4 will come to pass, “Behold, 
the hire of labourers who have reaped 
down your fields, which is of you kept 
back by fraud, crieth: and the cries 
of them which have reaped are enter- 
ed into the ears of the Lord of 
saboath.” 

Fraud means deceit or a practice with 
a view to gaining an unlawful or un- 
fair advantage, or pretending to pay 
you and not doing it. But their time 
is coming. What does it say to the 
rich man? Read the text again, also 
James 5:2, “Your riches are corrupted, 
and your garments are motheaten.” 


‘They may have the gold and silver, 


fine cars, fine clothes, houses and 
what they cali a good time, while we 
are enduring hardships and oppress- 
ions, but cheer up, children, ours is 
coming after while when we get to set 
our feet on the pure gold streets of 
that beautiful city. Praise God! There 
will be no rich men to oppress us 
there. Isn’t it worth going through? 
The oppressions of the rich man is 
just a sign of the soon coming of our 
deliverance. 

In Exodus 5 we see a type in con- 
nection with the oppressions of God’s 
people. Moses came to Pharaoh and 
said to him, Thus saith the Lord, let 
my people go. Pharaoh said, No. Pro- 
bably laughea at him. There are 
still several Pharaohs living to-day. 
When the deliverance of Israel was 
nearing Pharaoh put a greater task 
on them and made them gather their 
own straw and make the same amount 
of brick as when someone gathered 
it for them. The rich are making us 
do the same amount of work for half 
price. Pharaoh was drowned in the 
Red Sea. He perished. The rich man 
will perish. The text says, Weep and 
howl for your mrseries that shall 
come upon you. James'5:3, “Your gold 
and silver have cankered; and ‘the 
rust df theth stall bea witness against 
you, and shall eat your flesh as it 
were fire. Ye have héaped tréasure to-

THE FIRST THING A 


DISCIPLE 


SHOULD 


PRAY FOR

The first thing that we are to pray 
for is found in Luke 11:2, THY 
KINGDOM COME. Jesus had been 
praying and when He ceased one of 
the disciples said, “Lord, teach us to 
pray.” I feel sure that request pleased 
Jesus for in the next breath we hear 
Him as He outlines the first thing 
that He would have a disciple to pray 
for. The kingdom is not here yet, 
there are good reasons to believe that 
it will soon be. But the coming of 
that day is not a matter wholly taken 
over by our God, for we have our 
part in bringing in the kingdom. 

Jesus knew what this prayer would 
be certain to mean to a people into 
whose consciousness and life it had 
once effectually made its way as a 
real prayer, for every prayer that is 
a genuine prayer will shape itself in- 


to a program for the life 
of the one who prays it. Now you 
that would know how to pray, re- 


member that there is liability in pray- 
er. In other words, you can not frame 
a prayer at your lips and then for- 
get it from your life. We have not 
discharged ourselves from all obliga- 
tion to our prayer when we have 
solemnly said, “Amen.” 

Let us look steadfastly into the re 
sponsibility resting on the church, 
taught in its establishment, THY 
KINGDOM COME. I want us to look 
honestly at our duty as it is disclosed 
in our prayer rather than at our 
prayer as an easy method of having 
done something for us that will doubt- 
less cost us very dearly. Since this is 
the first thing that He would have us 
pray for, this must be the first de- 
sire of the Church. It becomes the 
duty of those who get out literature 
to see that the chief purpose in dis- 
tributing literature is to hasten the 
coming of the Lord. Every sermon 
should be preached with the thought 





that this will help the kingdom to 
come. Every minister should feel that | 
he is a steward over his lord’s 
goods till he comes. When we give to 
the support of the gospel we should 
feel that this will hasten His coming. 

A man became burdened for a cer | 
tain benighted people. He began 
praying God to send someone to es- 
tablish the faith that he cherished 
among those benighted folks. His 
prayer continued, finally he found 
himself stretched out in agonizing 
pleas to God for those people. Then 
he began to ask God to give him faith 
that someone would be . sent. One 
morning he arose with a shout of vic- 
tory, for he had the assurance that 
God would send someone. But the 
days passed swiftly by and no one: 
showed up for the foreign field. He 
was busy getting some things togeth- 
er that he could spare for the mis- 
sionary when he showed up. Finally 
he went into his prayer chamber again 
and said, “Lord, I am sure that you 
promised to send someone. I have the 
things ready to give but no one has 
offered themselves for the field. 
Then the Lord said unto him, “What 
have you done? What will you do? 
Are these the things that you should 
provide for your missionary trip 
should you be sent?” He felt faint 
and almost swooned as he realized 
that his prayer had shaped itself 
into a program for the balance of his 
life. Oh, how different the preparation 
from that hour. And so it will be with 
you and me should we realize the 
duty that is disclosed in this three 
worded text. 

One thing he did and that was he 
prayed believing for he that cometh 
to God must believe that he is. Heb. 
11:6. Let him ask in FAITH doubt- 
ing nothing, for he that wavereth is 
like a wave of the sea, driven of the 
wind and tossed. James 1:6. Many 
other scriptures could be given show- 
ing the importance of faith when we 
pray. And I am persuaded that in the 
present world crisis we need to catch 
the full meantng of FAITH. Dear 
reader, it is a great thing to have 
faith. If you’don’t have genuine faith, 





you will not pray much ‘for the king- 
dom to come. The coming of the King 


will be a thin thing to you who cher- 
ish a shallow faith. If you are not 
making “the kingdom come” the first 
object of your prayer and the chief 
aim of your soul, you are following 
Him afar off (if at all). 

You who cherish a shallow faith in 
the Church of God and her mission on 
earth, to you membership in her is a 
thin thing. The joy of forsaking other 
things you know not. You who have 
your chief interest in the local church, 
the lost of other countries never pull 
on your heart strings, your prayers, 
or the majority of them, stay within 
your own ranks, to you “THY KING- 
DOM COME” IS THREE STRANGE 
SOUNDING WORDS. 

If you have faith in the gospel, if 
you have faith In the Church of God, 
if you have faith in God, the Son, the 
Holy Ghost (I mean real faith, that 
faith that demands an acceptance that 
will honor it), it is not fair to allowit 
to merely remain as faith, it must be- 
come active unto results. Show me 
thy faith without thy works and I 
will show thee my faith by my works. 
FAITH MUST BE ACTIVE. You go 
to the show room in New York where 
they have the annual auto show. 
There you will see a high wheel, car- 
riage looking vehicle with .a peculiar 
looking one or two cylinder motor, 
the machine is old and rickety, possi- 
bly it would have made fifteen miles 
per hour on level road. The crowds 
are gathered to look at it instead of 
the large, fine machines. Why? Be- 
cause there is the first expression of 
faith in a machine that will run under 
its own power. It would not have 
been fair to faith to keep it in that 
old rickety machine. Such faith must 
be active. Just look at our country 
with one hundred and _ seventy-nine 
thousand miles of hard surface high- 
ways crowded with twenty-eight mil- 
lion automobiles, all because one 
man’s faith shaped itself into a pro- 
gram for millions of men and billions 
of means. 

Look at the first aeroplane, it only 
rises a few feet from the ground then 
comes back. But faith did not fall. 
It seized the minds and bosoms of the 
thousands of the world’s brainest 
men. Look what a program in the 
aeroplane industry. Instead of flying 
a few feet, we see them as they sail 


| to the north pole then to the south, 
| now they fly around the 


world. It 
would not have been fair to such 
faith to have kept it in the first little 
machine that only flew a few feet. Ii 
must be active unto results and re- 
sults that are almost unbelievable. 

Look yonder at the Australian 
Hawker when he announces that he 
BELIEVES he can span the Atlantic. 
He circles the field and we see his 
machine as it rises from the earth, 
points its nose westward; look at him 
as he leaves his people not knowing 
where he will land. We have never 
heard of him since. But what about 
faith? We see it as it crosses the 
Atlantic and lights in the bosom of 
the most heroic people on the globe. 
Look yonder comes a machine thru 
the air. It lands at Roosevelt Field. 
A young man steps out and announces 
to the world that he will soon be off 
to Paris. A few mornings later while 
other men were waiting for fair 
weather, we see the Lone Eagle as he 
steps into his machine and _ starts 
across the field. We wonder if he will 
be able to make it take the air. Yes, 
there he goes. The operator ticks off 
a message saying, “The flying fool 
has gone.” Thirty-three anxious hours 
passed. Then such a message! WE 
ARE HERE. The world went wild. 
What the Australian boy’ said could 
be done another can say has been 
done. Faith must be active unto re- 
sults. 

Go to Kansas City or any other large 
city where they are demonstrating 
farm machinery. Look at the first old 
rusty crude mowing machine. See the 
crowd around it while the patent mod- 
el machine sets by its side mounted ‘on

And His Sheep

“And when the chief Shepherd shall 
appear, ye shall receive 2 crown of 
glory that fadeth not away.” 1 Pet. 5:4. 

Beloved, we see three thoughts men- 
tioned in this beautiful verse of scrip- 
ture that we people of God hold dearer 
to our hearts than anything else in this 
world. First we notice the Chief Shep- 
herd; second, His appearing; third, 
the reward for His people or His 
sheep. 

Who then is the Shepherd? The 
Scriptures prove Him to be Jesus 
Christ the Son of God. He is describ- 
ed throughout the Old and New Testa- 
ment as a shepherd. We notice St. 
John 10:11 that Jesus in referring to 
Himself said, “I am the good sbep- 
herd: the good shepherd giveth his 
lite for the sheep.” We also notice He 
is described as the great Shepherd in 
Heb. 13:20. “Now the God of peace, 
that brought again from the dead 
our Lord Jesus, that great shepherd of 
the sheep, through the blood of the 
everlasting covenant.” Again in our 
text we see Him as the chief Shepherd. 
Now that we know who this Shepherd 
is, let us find out something about His 
sheep. 

We never see a shepherd unless he 
has sheep. But who are they? He has 
said the good shepherd giveth His lite 
for His sheep and the sheep are those 
who have turned their backs on sin 
and have been washed in His precious 
blood and continue to follow Him, 
doing the things which He has com- 
manded them to do. He says in St. 
John 14:23, “If a man love me, he will 
keep my words: and my Father will 
love him, and we will come unto him, 
and make our abode with him.” What 
a beautiful promise He has given to 
those who continue in His love. He has 
promised to take care of His own and 
we need not fear for no man is able to 
pluck us out of His hand ‘if we will 
just keep His sayings. We find He will 
supply our every need. He didn’t 
promise to supply us with all the 
wealth and luxuries of the world, but 
our needs. Beloved, He knows our 
needs a great deal better than we do. 
In that precious old Psalm we love so 
well, we hear David cry out, “The 
Lord is my shepherd; I_ shall not 
want.” As he goes on we hear him say, 
“He maketh me to lie down in green 
pastures.” We find real good nourish- 
ing soul food in God’s precious Word. 
Whatever is needed we can find it 
there. If it is courage, it’s there; if re- 
proof, it’s there; if consolation, it’s 
there. Thank God forever! If we will 
simply let it digest real good, we find 
we’ve gone miles up the’ road in our 
Christian experience. 

We find, too, that the good Shepherd 
has a fold. St John 10:16 says, “And 
there shal] be one fold.” The fold is a 
place provided for His called out ones 
to be taken care of where they can 
have good shelter ana Keep good and 
warm. We feel sure, in fact we know, 
it is the reason He gave us a church 
called by His name. Hallelujah, the 
mighty power of God strikes me just 
right when I think of this good fold, 
the great Church of God. Let all else 
be wrong, but “It’s” right. I can travel 
for miles and look at the beautiful 
handiwork of God, but when I come to 
a building with the Church of God sign 
on it, that looks good to me. Thank 
God! Be it ever so humble _ there’s 
no place like home and it is home to 
me. Not because certain folks I know 
belong to it, but because I see from 
God’s Word that it is the fold that is 
built on the rock. Wee believe He wants 
everyone of His children in this fold.

Some will not hear to the Church of 
God as being the only fold, on the 
grounds that there are so many other 
good movements, True there are many 
other good folks who have the bless- 
ing and I believe God is calling them 
to the fold, but we can’t let human 
sympathy come between us and God’s 
Word to the extent as to believe all 
churches are built on the rock. My de- 
sire is to see all of God’s children in 
this one fold and ready so when the 
chief Shepherd appears to go out to 

meet Him. Col. 3:4 says,“ When 
Christ, who is our life, shall appear, 
then shall ye also appear with him in 
glory.”
